SCHOOL REPORT, 13 
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A careful consideration of the accompanying table will sugeest 


much toyou. Inabrief report only one or two points can be touched 
upon. Our schools of the past year compare favorably with those of 
_previous years; the teachers, as a whole, have well improved the 
opportunities and advantages at their command, and have brought to 
their labors tact, skill and experience. While we believe that an 
advance has been made all along the line, still there are no remarka- 
_ble forward strides te be recorded, and none need be epee until 
a few changes are made in our school system. 

The first improvement lies in reducing the number of school build- 
ings. Aside from the fact that the present structures are antiquated, 
unsightly and disgraceful, they are worse—they are inconvenient, 
uncomfortable and injurious to health. They were built at a time 
when contractors devoted little, if any, attention to the comfort and 
welfare of the body. They have served their day and generation, and 
deserve pleasanter and better-ordered successors. The first of April 
last, there were one hundred children of school age in town; for this 
~number three school houses are amply sufficient. It is true that 
three would be less convenient for some than tour now are, but not 
many would suffer from such an arrangement, and the few ought to 
be willing to make a slight sacrifice for the good of the many.

school buildings, with more money to each district, better schools’ 


could be maintained. These would materially help to build up the 


! town, and it is very evident that something needs to be done to re-. 
tain as many of the sons and daughters of Hast Kingston as we can 
within her borders, and to attract immigration as well. ; 


You are fully aware of the increased value that is possessed by real 
estate in a town where superior schools are maintained. Add to this 
the advisability of keeping here more of the young: men and young 
women, and the extra expense of providing modern school houses 


and of supporting better schools, will be money wisely invested, to 


be repaid many fold by the coming generations. =

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will come more easily, for good schools cannot of themselves alone 
build up the town, but they will go far towards accomplishing that 
desirable end. 

Although these suggestions may not be acted upon this year or 
next, and even if they do not seem to be the best, we at least hope 
that they will awaken thought upon the subject of the future pros- 
perity of the town and lead to such action as shall promote its at- 
tractiveness, interests and success.
